through Melrose the people of that 
village are now taking the prelimin­ 
ary steps toward the organization of 


a local company to build a railroad to* 
Sparta. 
W hile the people of Melrose have 
been crying for a railroad for 15 year.*, 
the village is still isolated 20 miles 
from 
shipping facilities and at last 
have decided to go ahead on their own 
initiative. 
Citizens 
of 
Melrose 
had 
rather 
build to La Crosse than to Sparta but 
argue that the expense would be too 
great. 
T h e route chosen by the La 
Crosse and Black River Falls 
Rail­ 
way company, organized in this city, 
is much longer than the Sparta route 
and embraces several large engineer­ 
ing difficulties. 
T h e least expensive and most plaus­ 
ible route for a railroad to Melrose 
would be from Sparta, a distance of 
eighteen miles. 
Most of the distance 
would traverse through a country al­ 
most level, requiring but little grad­ 
ing and few bridges. 
T h e only e x ­ 
pensive 
propositions 
for a 
road to 
Sparta would 
be 
the 
bridging 
ot 
Black river, near Melrose, and a cut 


through the ridge near T u b b s ’ c o r ­ 
ners. 
T h e remainder of the 
route 
could be constructed at 
small 
e x ­ 
pense. 
It is estimated that a steam railroad 
from Sparta to Melrose (not including 


rolling stock) would cost about $200,- 
000; this estimate including the cut 
through the ridge and a bridge across 
Black river. 
W ith a little effort, it is 
said, $50,000 of this sum can be raised 
in the town 
of Melrose, and it is 
thought that a like sum, and per­ 
haps more, can be secured from Spar­ 
ta. B y touching the village of Cataract 
and giving the town of Lfttlc Falls a 
market, at least $ 10,000 could be se­ 
cured there, leaving a balance of $90,- 
000 to be secured through the usual 
channels employed in railway build­ 


ing. 
Although no definite plan has been 
formulated, a mass meeting will be 
held in Melrose in the near 
future, 
when leading citizens of the 
town, 
and also the promoters of the Sparta

There are two kinds o f ' restaurant 
men— those who know their business, 
and can figure up how much a meal 
costs them and know' just how’ much 
profit they are making and charge a 
reasonable price all the year round; 


and the other class w ho have started 
in at the top, to run a business they 
know nothing about, and who must 
w ork a confidence game when they 
have people where they 
can’t 
get 
away, in order to keep from failing. 
T h e y do not know 
even then how 
much their profit is, but they have 
extorted so much out of the people 
that they can not help but realize a 
“ haul.” * 


A city is known b y its 
business 
men. and restauranteurs 
can 
do as 
much as anyone else to make or un­ 
make a good town. 
Let us be hon­ 
est 
and 
honorable, charging a fair 
price for good meals, and make profit 
enough so that when the Interstate 
fair comes we do not have to rob the 
visitors in order to pay our last w in ­ 
ter’s coal bills.
